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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-26 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kimimoto et al. (US 2000-366963) in view of Archold (US 2005/0195428). 

Regarding claims 1-26, Kimimoto discloses a computer system that can schedule 
and optimize the worker schedule based the load of the work in 0047, and store the 
information, a worker code, work start time, work finish time, installation, delivery of 
goods, in [0052], Fig. 1, elements 15-23, of scheduling in the memory device. In 
addition, Kimimoto discloses that displays the accepted or rejected of the work request 
from the customer in [0019], [0035] [0047], [0067], and Abstract. However, Kimimoto 
fails disclose Kimimoto the work items, which have not been accepted by the worker, is 
sent from the computer system to the worker terminal, and acceptance information 
corresponding to the selected work items is sent from the worker terminal to the 
computer system. 

Archbod discloses that the work items, which the worker, has not accepted, is 
sent from the computer system to the worker terminal, and acceptance information 
corresponding to the selected work items is sent from the worker terminal to the 
computer system (Abstract). 
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It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
invention was made to modify the teachings of Kimimoto with the teachings of Archbod 
in order to hardware, software, and methods and processes of using them in a system 
for automatic electronic document processing. One application of the present invention 
includes transcription, including automated assignment of jobs to widely-scattered 
individual scribes, automated management of billing information, and providing for 
scribe queries of authors. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remark, filed 8/24/06, with respect to the rejection(s) 
of claim(s) 1-26 under 102 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, 
the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new 
ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Archbold.
